THE HYPOCHLORITE TREAT- 
MENT OF WATER AT CHICAGO 


The attention. oF the pubiic, as well 
as heal th and municipal authorities, 
has been directed during the past few 
months to the purification of water by 
means of the addition of small, very 
smal] quantities of hypochiorite of 
calcium, otherwise known as chloride 
of Ime. We have been led to be- 
lieve that the process is a very sim- 
ple one; indeed, so simple that a 
child might almost direct ‘the ‘treat- 
ment. It is true that in case of em- 
ergency, municipal and health author- 
ities may, under the direction of a 
sanitary” engineer, improvise — the 
means for the application of ‘the hypo- 
chlorite and thus prvent outureaks or 


a 


by a reference to the “Engineering 
Record” of September 24th, rg1o. At 
the present time, the coagulant used is 
sulphate of alumina, a solution of a 
strength of 3.3 per cent being used. 
Subsequently hypochlorite solution of 
the strength of.1.2 per cent is added, 
after which the water passes through 
the filters and is then ready for use. 

As regards the cost of operating 
this particular plant, the contract 
guarantee called for nothing in ex- 
cess of twenty dollars per million gal- 
ions, this to include the cost of chemi- 
cals, labor, and power for pumping, 
but no depreciation charges and in- 
terest on investment. ‘The cost of op- 
eration has averaged only $10.54 per 
million gallons, and a still further re- 
duction in cost of operation will be 
shown, as, since the use of hypo- 
chlorite, a total reduction of some 60 
per cent. has been made in respect 
to chemicals alone. 

Too much credit cannot be given to 
Mr. C, A. Jennings for this practical 
demonstration of how water strongly 
polluted with sewage may be con- 
verted into a potable water of a high 
quality. The reporter states that it 
was drunk by himself and his assis- 
tants in preference to city water, and 
he significantly adds, “There has nev- 
er been a single case of sickness or in- 
testinal disorder caused by doing so.” 

Undoubtedly, municipalities having 
water supplies liable to conamination 
by sewage have much to learn from 
this interesting work and they cer- 
tainly can have no excuse hereafter 
for serving out to the public a sewage- 
polluted water—Issued by the Com- 
mission of Conservation at Ottawa.
